any  article  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Art.  IV.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  public  library  in  addi- 
tion to  that  required  by  law. 

Art.  V.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  taxes;  if  so,  fix  the  time  and  rate. 
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Art.  VI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  fifteen  dollars  for  the  care  of  clock  on  church. 

Art.  VII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  care  of  the  new  cemetery. 

Art.  VIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  any  change 
in  the  method  of  repairing  highways. 

Art.  IX.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  if  needed. 

Art.  X.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  state 
aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways  under  the 
law  passed  at  the  January  session,  1905. 

Art.  XI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  two 
hundred  ($200)  dollars  in  trust  from  Stephen  C.  Damon,  the 
interest  to  be  expended  in  the  care  of  his  lot,  and  the  lot 
where  Mary  A.  Leach  is  buried  in  Bedford  cemetery. 

Art.  XII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abate  the 
taxes  of  George  L.  Robinson,  whose  buildings  were  burned 
May  30,  1909. 

Art.  XIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  some  action 
in  regard  to  laying  out  and  building  a  highway  from  a 
point  on  the  Amherst  road  to  a  point  intersecting  with  the 
Nashua  road  to  connect  with  the  Depot  road,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  XIV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hire,  or 
raise,  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  complete 
the  Town  House  and  to  take  any  other  action  relating  there- 
to. 

Art.  XV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  buy  dishes 
for  the  Town  House. 
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Art.  XVI.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees  and  all  other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto,  and  to  transact  any  other 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

Report  of  the  School  Board 

For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,  1910 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  held  March  4, 
1909,  Eddy  W.  Stevens  was  elected  moderator  and  Fred  A. 
French  clerk.  Arthur  W.  Davis  was  elected  member  of  the 
school  board  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  Milton  N.  Flint 
was  elected  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year.  March  8,  1909, 
the  school  board  met  and  organized  as  follows  :  chairman, 
Milton  N.  Flint;  purchasing  agent,  Fannie  L.  Shepard  ; 
secretary,  Arthur  W.  Davis.  The  district  was  divided  into 
three  sub-districts  as  usual  for  special  supervision  and  fur- 
nishing supplies  as  follows  :  Nos.  1,  2  and  9  to  Fannie  L- 
Shepard  ;  Nos.  7,  8  and  10  to  Milton  N.  Flint ;  Nos.  3,  4, 
5  and  11  to  Arthur  W.  Davis. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  district  held  March  31, 
1909,  it  was  voted  to  dismiss  the  several  articles  in  the  war- 
rant and  continue  this  year  under  the  old  law. 

Our  schools  have  kept  thirty-two  weeks  during  the 
year  with  the  exception  of  No.  10,  where  the  spring  term 
was  closed  two  weeks  earlier  than  usual  on  account  of  sick- 
ness. At  No.  11  during  the  winter  term  there  was  a  loss 
of  three  days  caused  by  the  illness  of  the  teacher.  Miss 
Alice  Wiggin  was  secured  as  a  substitute  for  the  last  three 
wreeks. 

We  feel  that  as  a  whole  the  schools  have  made  good 
progress.  The  teachers  have  been  honest  and  conscientious 
in  their  efforts  to  a  large  degree.  We  have  been  much 
pleased  with  the  marked  interest  shown  in  birds  and  wild 
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flowers  in  several  of  the  schools.  At  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term  it  was  deemed  best  to  close  No.  7  and  open  No.  6. 
The  pupils  in  No.  7  were  divided  between  Nos.  1  and  6. 

On  the  3d  of  Dec,  1909,  our  community  was  shocked 
to  learn  of  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Milton  N.  Flint.  In 
his  death  we  feel  that  the  schools  have  lost  a  true  friend, 
and  the  town  a  loyal  citizen. 

Dec.  5,  1909,  the  school  board  met  and  appointed  Mary 
E.  Manning,  treasurer,  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of 
Milton  N.  Flint. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to  the  large 
number  of  absent  and  tardy  marks.  While  there  is  an  im- 
provement over  some  years,  there  is  yet  much  to  be  desired. 
A  word  of  praise  should  be  spoken  for  No.  7,  as  there  were 
no  tardy  marks  for  the  spring  term.  Another  thing  that 
appeals  to  us  is  the  lack  of  interest  exhibited  in  visiting  the 
schools.  While  our  total  number  of  visitors  may  seem 
quite  large,  a  very  large  per  cent,  of  these  visits  have  been 
made  upon  some  special  exercises,  or  at  the  closing  exer- 
cises of  the  various  terms.  We  do  most  earnestly  ask  our 
citizens  to  visit  the  schools  during  the  working  hours  and 
see  the  methods  employed  and  the  interest  shown  by  teacher 
and  pupils  alike.  The  board  feels  deeply  grateful  for  the 
thoughtfulness  of  our  citizens  in  saving  so  many  of  the 
school  supplies  at  the  time  the  town  house  was  burned. 

In  accordance  with  school  laws,  as  changed  by  laws  of 
1909,  school  boards  are  required  to  state  in  their  annual 
report  an  estimate  of  the  sums  of  money  which  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  various  items.  Below7  will  be  found  an  esti- 
mate of  the  sums  needed.

Report  of  School  Board, 


At  the  annual  meeting  held  March  4th,  Mr.  Eddy  W. 
Stevens  was  elected  moderator.  Mr.  Fred  A.  French  was 
elected  clerk.  Mrs.  Ella  D.  Walch  was  elected  member 
of  the  school  board  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  Miss  Mary 
A.  Manning  was  elected  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  school  board  met  March  11,  1910  and  organized 
as  follows:  Chairman,  Mrs.  Fannie  L.  Shepard,  Purchasing- 
Agent,  Mrs.  Ella  D.  Walch,  Secretary,  Arthur  W.  Davis. 
The  districts  were  divided  for  special  supervision  as  follows: 
Nos.  1,  2  and  6  to  Mrs.  Shepard,  S,  9  and  10  to  Mrs.  Walch, 
3,  4,  5  and  11  to  Mr.  Davis. 

The  schools  have  been  maintained  32  weeks  and  we  have 
been  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  serious 
illness  to  interfere  with  the  school  work. 

Our  corps  of  teachers  have  been  earnest  and  conscien- 
tious in  their  work  to  a  large  degree.  We  have  been  for- 
tunate in  six  of  the  schools  in  securing  the  services  of  the 
teacher  for  the  entire  year. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  interest  shown  by  the 
pupils  in  our  song  birds,  especially  where  they  have  had  the 
bird  charts  introduced  and  we  hope  to  see  them  in  all  of 
the  schools. 

In  some  of  the  schools  there  has  been  a  noticeable  inteJ- 
est  awakened  in  wild  flowers,  especially  so  in  No.  8;  where 


Miss  Jennie  Mclntire  collected  and  mounted  over  one 
hundred  specimens. 

On  Sept.  23  was  held  a  Fair  and  Field  Day  at  the  Town 
Hall.  It  was  a  great  success,  all  things  considered.  We 
feel  that  the  possibilities  of  a  day  like  this  are  very  great 
and  an  annual  affair  of  this  kind  would  be  a  grea.t  benefit 
to  the  children  and  town. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Library  Trustees  there 
fias  been  placed  in  the  various  schools,  books  from  the  li- 
brary. This  has  been  a  benefit  in  more  ways  than  one. 
It  has  not  only  helped  the  children,  but  in  many  cases  the 
children  report  the  parents  as  becoming  interested  in  their 
books.  Anything  that  will  increase  the  circulation  of  our 
excellent  library  should  have  the  support  of  our  people. 

The  board  wishes  to  return  its  thanks  to  Mr.  John 
Ferguson  of  Manchester  for  the  large  map  of  the  U.  S.  donated 
to  No.  3  school. 

We  would  once  more  call  attention  to  the  large  number 
of  tardy  marks  and  urge  the  parents  to  endeavor  to  over- 
come this  evil.  No  tardiness  in  No.  8  during  fall  and  winter 
terms.  Only  2  cases  of  tardiness  in  No.  3  during  the  year. 
Greatest  number  of  tardy  marks.  96,  in  No.  1. 

The  school  board  has  made  204  visits  to  the  various 
schools. 

In  closing,  we  would  again  urge  our  people  to  visit  the 
schools  and  become  better  acquainted  with  the  teachers 
and  the  methods  employed.
